The Market Continues Excited All Day— 
Dramatic Scenes in the Wheat Pit— 
Wiltshire Comes to Kershaw’s Rescue 
With His Pot of Money Which Rosenfeld 
Captures—Over a Dozen Failures—Hen- 
rotin Caught in the Squeeze—The New 
York Market Quiet—Qompiete Stagna- 
tion at Milwaukee — Cincianati Doing 
Nothing—The Situation Locally. 


CHicaGo, III., June 15.—There were many 
anxious commission men in the vicinity of the 
Board of Trade last night. Their offices were 
lighted, and they and their clerks worked at 
their books until long after midnight. The 
sight presented in the neighborhood was an 
unusual one, as every Office building there 
was lighted from top to bottom. Even 
the casual observer would have suspected 
something wrong. There was no trouble in 
finding commission men who had been caught 
in the great break of a few hours before, and 
less trouble in prevailing upon them to talk. 
The universal opinion was that everything 
hinged upon Kershaw's ability to meet the 
demands for margins, and that unless he did 
so his failure would carry down from thirty to 
fifty houses. There were some few who 
thought that if Armour and Hutchinson and 
two or three of the other big ones“ come 
forward this morning and help sustain the 
market that a veritable panic could be 
avoided, but eventhey claimed that a great 
deal depended on Mr. Kershaw. 

ohren Lost An WON. 

What fortunes were lostand won dnring the 
day no one can accurately estimate. It is 
estimated that not less than 100,000,000 bushels 
were traded in during the day, representing

of the medicine was found in the 
room to convince them thata fatal error had 
been made. Antidotes were quickly admin- 
istered and a heroic effort was commenced to 
save the patient from the deadly effects of the 
drug. This treatment was kept up all night, 
though at times the life of the patient 
was despaired of. Early this morning 
he had been brought to a quiet 
state and fell asleep and the physicians now 
have hopes of his recovery. The druggist 
claims that the girl gave the order in Ger- 
man, and that he understood it tobe for salt- 
peter.

On May u the House Committee 
reported the bill favorably witha slight and 
immaterial change in the route, and an in- 
crease of $4,000 Over the billed amount to be 
paid annuall to the city. With another 
amendment added by the House itself provid- 
ing for a single instead of a double-track rail- 
way between Florida and Biddle streets, the 
bill was passed and forwarded to the Council. 

The delay inthe House had been sufficient 


unnecessary. The House bill was reierred to 
the Council committee on May 27, and 
the members of that committee were notified 
that the friends of the bill stood ready with 
any desired information regarding it. No 
action had been taken by the committee on 
the original bill introduced in the Council at 
the time the same bill was placed before the 
House. The gentlemen of the committee ex- 
plained what the public was inclined to re- 
gard as neglect by saying that the friends of 
the bill had been so occupied before 
the House committee that a hearing could not 
be giventhem.

President Von der Ahe Will Play on Sunday 
and Test the Law. 


Patrons of base ball in the city have ex- 
pressed much curiosity as to the effect of 
the Sunday law upon the national 
game at Sportsman’s Park. President Von 
der Ahe of the Brown-Stocking Olub 


has filled not quite half of his Sunday dates 
with Association clubs and eight Sunday games 
at Sportsman’s Park are still on the schedule. 
President Von der Ahe andthe directory of 
the Brown-Stocking Club have mapped 
out a plan of action on the question and the 
PoOsST-DISPATCH is authorized by them 
to outline their course with reference to the 
Sunday law.

Base all is strictly an afternoon sport 
and is never played at night and 
working people of all grades most 
necessarily attend the Sunday games if they 
attend any. President Von der Ahe will, 
therefore, keep his park open and play every 
Sunday game on the schedule from now until 
the season closes in October. He does not be- 
lieve that the law is aimed at base 
ball; that its makers had any idea of 
preventing ball games on Sunday, and in play- 
ing the games he does not consider that he is 
violating the law. It the authorities see fit to 
prosecute him he will make atest of the case 
and carry it to the Supreme Court. 

While the case pends of course the games 
can be played as usual. No attempt will be 
made however to sell beer or any other intox!i- 
cating drinks on the grounds, Dut instead he 
— supply the audience with ice- water free of 
cost.

Managers Say They Will Close Their Houses 
Next Sunday. 


The prospect is that there will not be a 
single theater open next Sunday, as 
all the managers and proprietors have 
expressed their determination to obey 
the law in this regard for the present at least. 
This is not a good time of the year for 
the test of the theaters to be made, 
as all the principal houses are shut, 
and only the variety places are open 


down town, butin the West End the summer 
theaters are in full blast. They will be closed 
next Sunday night. 

Mauager Short of Uhrig's Cave is emphatic 
in his statement that he will close. He says 
that while his garden theater is strictly first- 
class and is a harmiess, entertaining and 
refined place of amusement, if the authorities 
order him to.close he will do so, and under 
the order of the Police Board expects 
to close next Sunday night. The Cave 
draws from the best class of patrons many of 
whom do not attend the theaters on Sunday 
and while there will undoubtedly be some loss 
the Cave can stand it as well as any resort. 

Manager W. C. Mitchell ot the People’s was 
seen, and said: It is a little early to ask me 
What I shall do, as my house is closed for the 
summer, and will not be re-opened until next 
season. It would be foolish for 
me to deny that to close on 
Sunday would be a serious loss to my busi- 
ness in the regular season, as my Sunday aft- 
ernoon and. night audiences are fre- 
quentiy immense, larger than the 
audiences of any other day in the 
week. I am in hopes that the prohibition 
will blow over by fall, when it will be recog- 
nized that the harmless amusements of the 
people are interfered with. I shall endeavor to 
observe the law and will take the best advice 
I can get on the subject and act accordingly. If 
the law isin force when I open again I shail 
certainly test it and see if I can 
manage to keep open on Sunday. 
The standard also is not affected now, but 
Manager Smith isin favor of testing the law 
when the time comes. The variety houses, 
such as the Casino, which the authorities at- 
tempted to close altogether, and. the Palace 
will closed. Manager Day of the latter said 
both his theater and saloon would be @losed 
and Manager Peckham said it would not pay 
bim to test the matter now, but he would cer- 
tainly do so in the reguiar season.

“NO ASCENT. 


The Big Balloon Will Not Go 
Up To-Morrow, 


But the Indications for Friday 
Are Very Favorable. 


The Airship Held in Readiness for the 
Aerial Voyage, Which Will Be Begun 
as Soon as the Currents are Favorable— 
How the Weather Predictions are Made 
by the Signal Service—Awaiting the Com- 
mand to Sail. 


The WORLD and PoOSstT- DISPATCH balioon wil 
notascend to-morrow, The air currents are 
just giving the first indications of favorable 
changes for the expedition. To-day the wind 
at the Signal Service was fifteen miles an 
hour and veering into the direction in which 
continuity can be expected. The prospects 
for favorable conditions and a successful 
ascent on Friday are excellent, and in the 
opinion of Prof. Hazen the airship will prob- 
ably move skyward on that day. 

To-day he issued the following: card on the 
receipt of telegraphic reports from the various 
signal stations:

June 15, 1887. 


To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

As is known to all your readers, the move- 
ments of the atmosphere over the whole coun- 
try are being watched with great care three 
times each day. At 7 a. m., 8 p. m. and 
10 p. m. Eastern time, Signal Service senti- 
nels are on guard at more than 
100 places in this country and with lightning 
rapidity inform the main office at Washing- 
ton, as wellas many other offices throughout 
tne country, of the conditions of pressure, 
temperature, air currents, etc. These ob- 
servations for 7a. m. and 11 p. m. are printed 
in the papers of this city. It is a very simple 
matter to transfer these to maps and thus to 
obtain an instantaneous photograph of the 
storms, the clear weather, the high 
winds, etc., from Eastport, Me., to Zatoosh 
Island, Washington Territory. This has been 
done here since the 9th of this month, and 
every day thus far the readers have noticed the 
same old story, ‘‘no balloon ascension to- 
morrow, winds and upper currents going 
west. There will be no ascension to-mor- 
row, but it gives me pleasure to state, and 
I presume the same has been noted by 
thousands in the past eight hours, that the 
wind has veered into the southwest and is 
likely to continue there or a little more 
westerly for more than forty-eight hours. The 
lack of clouds prevents an observation 
of the motion of upper currents, but that 
unquestionably is toward the east. Tho 
reasons for this change are quite clear. The 
high pressure area has moved off the Atlantic 
coast, and presents very little if any obstacle 
to the generat onward movement of the upper 
atmosphere from west to east. In addition, 
the low pressure area, yesterday just west ofthe 
Rocky Mountains, has moved slowly towards 
the northeast and is drawing the currente 
from the south. Asthis moves east the cur- 
rents will become more rapid and more from 
the west. If by chance it moves more 
northerly than now expected the movement 
of the upper current to the east will still 
continue and be increased by Friday, though 
not quite as much as if aided by the low area. 
It seems probabie that the present favoring 
conditions will become intensified still more 
to-morrow and the next day. A balloon start- 
ing from this city atl p. m. to-morrow would 
sail probably thirty miles per hour, nearly 
due north, or a very little east of north, and 
would become involved in the storm itself, 
which would give zest to the voyage. If the 
ascension occurs Friday, however, the path of 
the balloon would be much more markedly to 
the east and the entire disappearance of the 
high area off the Atlantic would give a good 
impetus tothe current so mucb sought for. 
If in addition tothis, as is not improbable, 
the high pressure area advances from the 
west, all things will de _ favorable 
for a speedy flight. The very conditions that 
have been so disappointing the last week 
would all harmonize in just the contrary di- 
rection. It will not answer, however, to wait 
too long, for if the upper air currents get 
fairly started they will carry the 
storm eastward and in a short time, say 
seventy-two hours, bring another high area 
over us, which would be disastrous. All 
things are very encouraging now and point to 
a speedy termination of the trial of patience 
endured the past few days.

He wrote home explaining 
why he had left, and that he hoped soon 
to return, bountifully blessed with a suf- 
ficiency of this world’s goods that his 
mother, brother and sister might be well 
cared for, but the letter neyer reached its 
destination. 

Young Worley worked on, pe 
rigid economy, for he had built many air 
castles about how he intended dividing his 
wealth when he returned home, 

Some time had elapsed, his mother had 
never answered his letter, and he con- 
cluded he would write again. The second 
letter, though, like the first, was mislaid, 
and never reached the heart-broken 
mother of young Worley. She believed 
firmly that her boy had been foully dealt 
with, and so strong was circumstantial 
evidence that theterrible deed was laid at 
the door of a neighbor, but not having 
sufficient evidence to convict him he was 
never brought before the courts. 

Worley could hear nothing from his 
mother, and believed beyond doubt that 
she was dead. He therefore lost all his 
former pride about returning home with 
much wealth and asking his mother’s for- 
giveness, and at the first opportunit 
a itself he joined the Unit 

tates Army and went West, where he 
remained five years. Returning after 
that time, he went to St. Louis and em- 
barked in the railroad business. Here 
he fell hopelessly, helplessly and wreck- 
lessly in love with a rareand radiant little 
blonde, and wooed and won her. He con- 
tinued his work in this line until he be- 
came very proficient in his business. So 
much so, in fact, that his services were 
sought after by several railroad corpo- 
rations. He, however, accepted the posi- 
tion of General Superintendent of the 
Hot Springs & Malvern Railroad Com- 
pany, which position he holds at present. 

Sunday night last the names of G. D. 
Worley, wife and son, were registered at 
the Morehead House, in this city. It was 
the same G/ D. Worley that passed 
through this ity twenty-two years ago, a 
——— boy of about seventeen or 
eighteen years of age. He is now a fine- 
looking man, was handsomely dressed, 
and his wifeand son, who is now 13 years 
of age, looked the perfect picture of 
health and happiness, He was carry- 
ing them with him back to the 
home of his youth explaining to 
them. how his dear old mother 
formerly looked and acted in her lifetime. 
It was his intention, he said, to buy the 
old homestead and keep it as a memento 
of departed ones. They approached the 
scene; how changed it meng Worley, 
as he viewed here and there afew familiar 
spots. He’ dismounted and knocked at 
the door of the house in which he had 
left his aged mother nearly a quar- 
ter of a century since, wonder- 
ing the while what strange face would 
soon confront him. Imagine his surprise, 
his unbounded happiness, as the tottering 
form of the mother he had believed to be 
dead for these many years stood before 
him! The scene that followed is easier 
imagined than described. They em- 
braced and wept for a time, then the 
wife and son were introduced; the story 
of his departure and his adventures for 
the past twenty-two years was told; the 
fatted calf was killed and a feast was 
soon prepared; neighbors from far and 
near were invited to it—among them was 
the man who had been suspected of the 
murder of young Worley many ears 
since, and who, up to that time, had not 
been allowed under the roof of the aged 
Mrs. Worley. 

The happiness that was witnessed on 
this occasion was truly remarkable. 

Mr. Worley is spending a week or two 
here, preparatory to returning to his 
home. His mother will accompany him 
on his return and spend her last days on 
earth with him whom she says: “Once 
was lost but now is found.”

A Family Quarrel that Has Lasted for 
Twenty Weary Years.

JOHN SHERMAN’S PLAN. 

The good people who draw princely in- 
comes from the monopolies created by the 
present tariff are not at all disturbed 
about the accumulating Treasury surplus. 
They see divers ways of abolishing it 
without impairing their dividends. By 
adding $40,000,000 a year to the $60,000,000 we 
now pay in pensions, expending $100,000,000 
on coast defences and $10,000,000 a year for 
education, some of them would solve the 
surplus problem in a jiffy. The Boston 
Advertiser would solve it by wiping out 
the tax on distilled liquors, thus giving 
the toiling masses cheap drunks as a com- 
pensation for the taxes and monopoly 
prices imposed on the necessaries of life 
and on the raw material of manufacture. 

Senator SHERMAN’s plan, however, 
beats all the rest for wiping out the sur- 
plus without reducing the cost of any- 
thing the people buy or relaxing the grip 
of protected monopolies on labor’s earn- 
ings. He would remit the $52,000,000 now 
derived from duties on sugar, and pay a 
liberal bounty out of the Treasury to our 
sugar producers, who would thus have 
the benefit of a bounty added to the pres- 
ent price of sugar. For nothing is more 
certain than the imposition of an in- 
creased export tax on sugar by Spain, to 
take the place of the import tax repealed 
by us. The import tax removed 
from coffee by the United States some 
years ago was immediately reimposed by 
Brazil in the shape of an export tax. Our 
consumers of coffee still had the tax to 
pay, only it was collected by Brazil instead 
of their own Government, and the $2, 000,- 
000 we now payin duties on sugar would 
be collected for the Spanish Treasury after 
the United States ceased to collect it. In 
the price we pay for Havanna tobacco are 
included both the taxes levied on it in 
Cuba and the duties collected from it by 
our Custom-houses. A repeal of the latter 
would be followed by an equal increase of 
the Cuban tax and the price in our mar- 
kets would remain unchanged. 

The most truly protective duties that 
can be levied by a government to promote 
the general welfare of its people may be 
those levied, not to keep out foreign com- 
petition with home products, but to save 
to our own publio treasury the large 
amounts which our consumers would 
otherwise pay into some foreign treasury 
on articles we do not produce. By remit- 
ting theduties on Sandwich Islandsugar we 
have merely transferred to the pockets of 
Sandwich Island producers and to the 
treasury of King Kalakaua the amount of 
those duties. The reciprocity treaty has not 
made Sandwich Island sugar a cent 
cheaper to American consumers on our 
Pacific Coast. By abolishing all duties 
on tobacco, coffee and sugar we would 
merely impose upon our people a larger 
contribution to the cost of government in 
Mexico, Central America, Brazil and the 
West Indies without reducing the cost of 
those articles to consumers in the United 
States. Mr. SHERMAN’S surplus reduction 
scheme would make Cuba worth a great 
many millions of dollars a year more to 
Spain than she is now.

Tue Council Railroad Committee yes- 
terday refused a hearing to the repre- 
sentatives of the Merchants’ Terminal 
Company without assigning any reason 
for their refusal. Arrangements have 
been made foratrip over the proposed 
route Friday under circumstances which 
indicate that the policy of the Council will 
change from negative to positive obstruc- 
tion, and that this will bethe beginning 
of a series of delays to prevent the pas- 
sage of any ordinance at the present ses- 
sion. We have pointed out that the 
importance of the Merchants’ Terminal 
project consisted in its securing for 
this city without any further delay or 
uncertainty the construction of the much- 
needed new bridge and the direct connec- 
tion with three great railroad systems 
which are now seeking an entrance into 
this city butare shut out by the existing 
monopoly. If the City Council pro- 
poses to perpetuate this exclusion of 
new enterprises it must be prepared to 
accept the responsibility, but we hope 
there is still time for it to awaken to the 
needs of the city and to redeem itself. 
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We must confess that it is getting just a 
trifle monotonous to listen to the reports 
of rebukes administered by Grand Army 
Posts in Kansas and Iowa to the people of 
St. Louis for having shown a simple and 
proper courtesy to the President of the 
Unitgd States. The inyitation to the 
President would never have been given 
except with the consent and full approval 
of the representatives of the Grand Army 
on the Reception Committee. The civil- 
lans who were added to that committee 
consented to act solely for the benefit of 
the Grand Army, and took no action ex- 
cept such as was for the interest of the 
organization and in accordance with the 
wishes of its representatives.

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Congress Must Fix Maximum Rates. 
From the Chicago Tribune. 

One of two things must be done: The Inter- 
state Commission must hold the traffic agree- 
ments of the Eastern trunk lines a violation of 
the anti-pooling clause of the interstate act 
and punishabie as such, or Oongress must at 
its next session strengthen the law by & pro- 
vision for fixing maximum rates. Unless the 
Commission will decide as indicated it must be 
conceded that the present law is too mild. Its 
provisions are being shamefully abused and 
perverted. Congress will be compelled, 
if matters continue as they are now, 
to adopt the Dllinois system in its full 
rigor and in addition to the abolition of pools 
provide for fixing maximum rates by law. 
Section 5 of the interstate act makes it unlaw- 
ful for any common carrier to enter into a 
combination to pool freights or divide the 
aggregate or net earnings of competing rail- 
roads. Notwithstanding this provision the 
Eastern trunk lines have entered into an 
agreement to maintain rates and have de- 
vised a system of differential charges so that 
any advantage or facility one road may have 
over another is offset by a difference of rate, 
and all can combine to fleece the public in- 
stead of competing for traffic. In spirit, 
purpose and effect these agreements are 
nothing but pools under another 
name. At common law the agree- 
ment to maintain rates and the sub- 
sequent division of profits constituted part 
and parcel of the same transaction, but as the 
language of the interstate act applies directly 
only to the sharing of the plunder, and only 
inferentially to a contract made with that end 
in view, the railroads think they have dis- 
covered aloophole through which they can 
escape and preserve their traffic agreements. 
It would speak well for the sagacity and good 
sense of the Interstate Commission if it would 
brush all this finesse of legal construction 
aside and pronounce traffic agreements 
nothing more than shifts and devices to evade 
the law. If the Commission cannot or will not 
do this Congress must dispose of the matter 
finally by fixing maximum rates.

Loxpox. June 15.—(Copyright 1887).—I have 
had an opportunity of inspecting the interior 
of Westminster Abbey. If Dean Stanley could 
arise from the grave in the chapel of Henry 
VII., which has been entirely out off from the 
abbey by the immense boardings, he would 
not recognize the building which he loved so 
well. The nave and the two transepts are 
filled with tiers of seats right up to the roof. 
The House of Lords will be in the poet’s 
corner, and at right angles with their seats 
are two galleries for the diplomatic corps, 
opposite which is a queer sort of an opera 
box, which is to hold thirty Lord Lieutenants. 
The members of the House of Commons 
are to be in the other transept in seats of the 
same sort as the Lords; and the privy coun- 
cillors, who are not members of either House 
The upper 
division of the galleries above the choir are to 
be appropriated—one to distinguished Indian 
visitors and the other to colonial representa- 
tives, who will therefore occupy about the 
best position in the abbey. Above the altar 
two galleries have been put up for holders of 
the Déan’s tickets. These galleries literally 
reach the roof, and nothing can be 
worse than® the effect of these 
Ul- judged erections. At the other 
end of the abbey there is another gallery, the 
upper seats of which almost touch the high 
roof of the nave. It fills one with dismay to 
think of people clambering to such an alti- 
tude. These are to be filled by 600 working- 
men, who will have an excellent view of the 
whole function. It is a good place from 
which to hear music, but the people must be 
in possession of tron nerves to look or to listen 
from such a towering height. One would not 
know the abbey was intended for a church, if 
it were not for the choir screen. The organ 
has been almost hidden from sight by huge 
stands, which have been put up all around itfor 
the accommodation of reporters. The ticket- 
holders will find that the boards used for 
seats will only be covered with crimson cloth. 
It is a great pity thatthe authorities were not 
content to arrange merely for afew tiers of 
seats In the transept and along the nave, 
leaving the interior in its original condition. 
The passage from the west door to the lan- 
tern, up which the royal processions are to 
pass, is twelve feet in width.

The physical condition of the Prince Imperial 
is the same. Dr. Mackenzie says that he ts con- 
vinced that there is nothing more than a wart 
about the size of a pea.

These operations might pro- 
voke inflammation which in turn would prove 


dangerous.

In fine, the English doctor says that a cure 
is possible, while the German doctors would 
say, if they were allowed to speak, that there 
yet remains some hope of recovery. Butno 
one believes in the probable good turn of such 
a terrible malady. Statistica show that 99 
cases out of 100 prove fatal. The Crown 
Prince arrived last evening at Port Vie- 
toria.

The Advice Which Trainer Pliaisted Gives 


to His Man.” 


Fred Plaisted, the oarsinan, or rather the 
trainer of oarsmen, for he has made no pre- 
tensions within recent years of being able to 
hold bis own in a boat race, says the Chicago 
Herald, is noted among all the professionals 
asagreat wag, but he is moreover a very 
sensible fellow in many respects, and has 
ideas of his own in the matter of training 


which might well be more generally adopted. 
Much of Gaudaur’s improvement this year 
may be attributed to his advice, as he has 
been for some time in charge of the 
man who is the American champion, and 
will presently be champion of the world in 
spite of Hanlan’s wild hallucination that he 
can recover his lost honors.

How about stirring up the cream and milk 
together and drinking it past for a yer It 
Will beat rainwater out of 8 ht.“

chase, Plaisted was asked how much an oars- 
man should eat. 

„„All he wants, was the prompt reply. 

*“*When should he eat bis heartlest meal?’’ 

„When he feels like it. 

„But what should he eat? 

What he likes,’’

ory oftraining. Time was when men prepar- 
ing for athletic work were expected to confine 
themselves to an enervating diet of tea, toast 
or stale bread and underdone meat. Happily 
this heresy no longer obtains, and now those 
who expect to make serious demands upon 
their own vitality are carefully to supply the 
necessary fuel.

MADLY INFATW ATED. 


THE YOUNG WOMAN MURDERED BY HER 
JEALOUS HUSBAND, 


©. A. Day’s Terrible Crime—Stabbed Twice 
and Thrown Into the Canal—Unreason- 
able Jealousy—The Victim’s Letters to 
Her Slayer—Three Generations Within 
the Prison Walls. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 
Utica, N. T., June 16.—A bundle of love let- 


ters found in the possession of OC. A. Day, who 
killed a young woman who bad been his com- 
panion and threw her body into the canal, has 
just been made public. Considering the social 
status of Day and his wife the letters are a 
surprise, and indicate clearly the superiority 
of the woman, while leaving no doubt that she 
was madly infatuated with Day. They lived in 
a small tumble-down shanty used by 
Day’s father in his capacity as keeper 
of the lock. Day was lazy, quick-tem- 
pered and jealous. When the canal boats came 
along he made his wife go into the woods, that 
the boatmen might not see her. He was so 


| 


jealous that he never allowed her to be present 
when men were around. When his wife 
heard that her mother was sick she wanted to 
go to her, but Day objected. After breakfast 
that morning, the wife started to mail a let- 
ter which she had written to her mother, in 
lieu of going to herin person. They had gone 
only a rod from the shanty when Day drew a 
knife, stabbed his wife twice, and 
pushed her body into the lock. The 
following extracts from the letters 
she wrote him before they lived 


together, indicate her ideas of life pretty fully. 
She had been married once before, but lived 
unhappily with her first husband and left him. 
This is a letter she wrote to Day soon aiter 
they first met: 

THE FIRST LETTER. 

DEAR FRIEND ARTHUR—If you wish me to 
cali you so—I will try and answer your letter 
and give you the only answer Ioan under the 
circumstances. You willknowl am already 
married in the sight of God and man, and it 
would not be honorable to marry again. I 
would not be doing justice to you or myself. 
I am not angry with you at all 
and I think we could be happy together, but 
fate has ordained it otherwise. But I hope you 
will remember me wherever I am and I will do 
anything I can to help you, and don’t be 
offended or feel bad about it, for if it were oth- 
erwise, things might be different. We cannot 
help our feelings, but what's the use of talk- 
ing. But 9 — will soon find some one 
to fill my place. remain your true friend, if 
nothing more, andifit is any consolation to 
know that I think of you often, you may have 
that to cheer you.’’ 

January 12, 1887. 

Here is a letter written directly after one of 
Day’s calls. She used to slip the letter into 
his hand, and he always had one ready to give 
her in return. They had to do their courting 
before Mrs. Rosa, Josie’s mother: 

FULL OF LOVE. 

DEAREST ARTHUR—How do 
day? Mother is in better spirits than 
last week, but nothing better. The old 
man is eating pie and 1 me while I 
write. I don’t care; do you? They cannot 
help themselves. As soon as you went away 
last nigbt be went and brought in a cord of 
wood. Did not I tell you he would not stir as 
long as you stayed. I read your letter this 
morning. It id me lots of good. 
wish 1 could meet you every day. I 
love to read your letters. Darling, 1 never 
saw any other man I loved or thought 20 
worthy of love before you. Now, don't you 
believe that? It is the truth, and it you have 
no worse habit than using tobacco, I will 
never kill you for that. You are so good, and 
I know you will always belp me in every way 
vou can. Anything 1 can do to gave you labor 
will be a pleasure to me, and I know we will 
be so happy if God spares our lives. There 
will be no cloud on our happiness but ma’s 
actions, but I don’t want to say anything 
disrespectful, only you cannot help 
seeing what is before your eyes. 
I don’t know what her intentions 
are, but nothing on earth could infinence me 
against you. And darling, that kiss did not 
taste smoke at all the other night, so that is 
allright. Ma did not like it because you don’t 
ask her consent, I think, and she wants to 
keep me all to herself, we have been alone so 
long. If you get a chance maybe you better 
ask her opinion on afew things, for she likes 
any oneto place confidence in her. Please, 
my darling, don’t think I wished to drive you 
from me last night, but you know how it was. 
Dear Arthur, I love you and let that suffice,’’ 

January 17. 

BEFORE THE MEETING. 

It was drawing very near the meeting when 
this was written: 

My DARLING OnE—I am going to write you a 
few lines to assure you that I love you more 
and more every day, and am most lonely 
without you. Oh, dear Arthur, you only can 
tell what a void there is here when you are 
gone, for I know you miss me as much as I do 
you, and therefore we can only sympathize 
with each other. But, dearest, we have one 
consolation, and that isthis: Every day that 
passes brings us nearer to the time when we 
will de united, forever, in lite, and oh! 
surely, darling, I could not live if 
you were gone forever. There would be 
nothing to live for, and dearest, I cannot keep 
the tears back when lI even think of it, but we 
wili trust in God. Oh, dear Arthur, I never 
had an idea of true happiness until you came 
into my life, and Iam sure fate sent you here. 
I cannot be thankful enough for we can make 
each other so happy. I care nothing for the 
opinion or speech of any one but you. And 
now, darling, don’t you ever doubt me again 
will you, et? for you have no reason. or I 
would gladly die tor save 
you one moment's But we 
don’t want to die. want to 
live and be so happy. Oh, Arthur, you don't 
know how lonely it is here for me. o one to 
speak a kind word for you. And that is what 
hurts me worse. If Icould only talk to some 
one of you and tell how good you are, and 
have them understand me and read your very 
thoughts as Loan, it would make me so happy 
and proud,

THE FATAL LETTER. 

On the morning that Day took hig wife 's life 
she received the ove letter. What he 
could have found in this letter to cause his 
jealousy no one knows but himself: 

Jolx DBAR.—I take my pencil in hand to 
let you know I am well, and do hope these 
few lines will find — well, also. Jole, Ob 
Joie, Joie, these few lines will carry you sad 
news. Joie, if you ever expect to see your 
Ma alive, you must come to her quickly. 
Jolie, if you have not money to come with, 
you can go to Alva Oorner’s and take the 
stage to Rome. They ill fetch you and 
trust you, Jolie, Write to me ag soon as you 
get this, and let me know where you will 
meet me to Rome. I must close; so good-bye, 

This from G. 8. Browa to Joie.

With the arrest of Day’s father and his child, 
there are now grandfather, father and son, 
three 1 within the prison walls. 
The o man will be required to testify against 
his son, and asthe old man saw the murder 
committed, his testimoney is likely to send 
his son to the gallows.

A TERRIBLE FAMINE, 


People in Asia Minor Actually Starving—An 
Appeal for Aid. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 
Boston, June-15.—The American Board of 
Foreign Missions has received tidings of a ter- 
rible famine in Asia Minor. Bordering on the 
Mediterranean, and embracing the ancient 
cities of Tarsus an d Adana, the state of affairs 
is so deplorable as to render an appeal to 
benevolent people an immediate duty. The 
harvest time has just passed, but nota single 


sheaf of grain will becut. The city of Adana 
is in the center of the artificially watered re- 
gone, and from this place the Rev. G. F. 

ontgomery wrote on May 5 ofa severe winter 
with much suffering. He adds: 

Now, this spring has come and the heaven 
is as iron, and the earth as brass. There is no 
grass for the cattie, no harvest of the winter 
sown in, and no sowing for the usual sum- 
mer crops, absolutely no . ye to earn 
a single plaster of money. e little oll in the 
bottom of the cruse and the handful of meal 
in the barrel are fast melting away, and there 
is yet at least twelve months before there can 

ossibly be any work or another opportunity 
oraharvest. Already most of the farms 
and villages are deserted. The people had 
hoped to save their vineyards, but. now the 
leaves are turning yellow and the vines 
are beginning to dry up and will 
be ruined. Numbers of people are trying to 
sell copper vessels, bags, furniture, cows and 
oxen on the street at cne-fourth their value. 
Cows are being sold at 80 piasters each, about 
$1.%. Butter and cheese are with difficuity 
found, because there is no grass for the flocks 
and herds. The section contains 100,000 in- 
habitants, of whom 20,000 are able to find a 
living without help. But 80,000 are des- 
titute and can not be kept from 
starvation unless help is brought to them 
from without. Three days ago a little girl 
tried to sell asmali glass lamp on the street 
for one piaster that she might buy bread, as 
she said they had nothing to eat at home, and 
after this nothing to sell. Unless the benevo- 
lent of America and England have mercy and 
reach out their pitying hands towards our 
country with generous help this large number 
of poor people must perish of starvation.

BOARD OF PUBLIC SCHOOLS, 


The Treasurer’s Report—Increase of Per- 
centage—Retrenchment Measures. 


At the meeting of the Schoo! Board last night 
the Treasurer’s report was received showing 
the receipts for May, $18,636.55; the balance on 
hand at first of month, $154,188.89; total, $172,- 
825.44. The expenditures amounted to $104,- 
105.47, leaving a balance June 1 of $68,719.98 in 
the generalfund. In the building fund the 
balance was but $500. 

In the permanent fund the balance in the 
treasury was $84,628.72. In the new High 
School fund the receipts were $39,712.57, ex- 
penditures, 4,500. Total cash in treasury on 
June 1, $189,061.26. 

On motion of Mr. O'Connell the name of the 


daughter of Gen. John J. Stephenson was 
added to the list of teachers for next year. 

The report of the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee awarding the deposits of the Board to the 
German Savings Institution at an increase 
from 3 to 3% per cent was adopted after some 
wrangling and personalities. 

Mr. O’Connell, from the Committee on Re- 
trenchment and Ways and Means, submitted 
a minority report recommending no 
change in the present course of study in the 
German and German-English departments. 
The report opposed the substitution of Ger- 
man-English for English teachers as a means 
of retrenchment, and pointed that the measure 
would onl impair the service without 
materially decreasing expenses. The report 
was lost Dy a vote of 10 to 14. 

The majority report wasthen takenup and 
referred seriatum to proper committees.

PANIC IN A MUSEUM. 


A Performance Postponed and a Rush For 
Entrance Money. 


NEw York, June 15.—The Brooklyn Museum 
was the scene of a small panic last night. 
About 8 o’clock there were. nearly fifty specta- 
tors on the floor cf the house and three times 
that number in the gallery awaiting the ap- 
pearance of Henderson’s Dramatic Company 
in Jesse James. At 8:30 o’clock the cur- 
tain was rung up and three of the actors not 
in their stage costume advanced to the front 
of the stage. One of them said: 

‘*LADIES AND GENTLEMEN—I am very sorry 
that we must disappoint you to-night. We can 
not go on with the — * The manager of the 
company has not paid us for several days. 
We will not play to-night, but it is the guty 
of the management to return all entrance 
money. 

This announcement caused a big commo- 
tion and the audience rushed for the 
box-office. The narrow stairways to the 
gallery were blocked for several minutes, 
and several women and children were 
severely crushed. Policemen Reilly and 
three other ofiicers stopped a wild and possi- 
bly fatal panic. An excited crowd massed in 
front of the box office and the work of refund- 
ing the entrance money occupied an hour. 
When the money in the office was exhausted 
there were still seventy-five persons clamor- 
ing for their admission fee and the cashier de- 
clared there must have been just so many who 
got in on passes. All clamored for their mon- 
ey. The crowd finally became so excited that 
the policemen had to use their clubs freely in 
clearing the house. .

Bet Zach Chandler Who Planned the 
Great Fraud of 1876. 


NRW YORK, June 15.—The Sun for some days 
has been crediting William B. Chandler with 
originating and carrying out the plans where- 
by Florida, South Carolina and Louisiana 
were counted in for the Republicans in 1876. 
John Reid of the Times has denied that Wm- 
E. Chandler took any part more important 
than that of a copyist in originating the plans 


at the Fifth Avenue Hotel on the morn- 
ing of November 8. 1876. John Reid was 
the only person present besides the 
Chandlers when the celebrated dispatches 
of that morning were sent to the doubtful 
States. Mr. Reid tells the whole story in 
the Times this morning, and at the end 
makes the following summary: ‘‘Mr. Chand- 
ler’s efforts in behalf of the grand old Re-
